by the hand down the bank into 
the river until the water was up 
to my middle. They made signs 
to me to plunge myself into the 
river but I did not understand 
them. 
I thought the result of the 


council was that I was to be drown- 
ed, and that those young ladies were 
to be my executioners. They took 
hold of me and I resisted them 
which caused loud laughter from 
the bank 
At length one of the 


said "No hurt you." so I 


lature for a number of years. When 
he was captured by the Indians his 
companion, was scalped but was 
compelled to run the gauntlet. This 
was in the spring of 1755.

has left an interesting account of 
his experiences covering two years 
in Loraln county 
His adoption into 


the tribe is thus described: 


"The day after my arrival into 


the town

number of Indians gathered about 
me and one of them began to pull 
the hair out of my head 
He had 


some ashes on bark into which he 
frequently dipped his fingers in or- 
der to take a firmer hold. And so 
he went on, as if he had been pluck- 
ing a turkey, until he had the hair 
clean out of my head, except a. small 
spot three or four inches square on 
the crown 
This they cut off with 


a pair of scissors, except three locks 
which they dressed up in their own 
mod.e 
TV.O of these they wrapped 


around 
with 
a narrow 
beaded 


garter, and the other they plaited 
at full length and stuck it full of 
silver brooches. 
After 
this they 


bored mv nose and ears and fixed 
me up with nose and ear jewels. 
Then they ordered me to strip off 
my clothes and put on a breech 
clout, which I did 
Then they 


painted my face, hands and body 
in various colors. They put a large 
belt of wampum on my neck, and 
silver bands on m> hands and right 
aria, and then an old chief led me 
out on the street and gave a loud 
halloo se\eral times repeated quick 
(Coo 
Wigh) and on this all that 


wer<- m town came running and 
stood around the old chief who held 
me b\ the hand. 


As at that time I knew nothing of 


their mode of adoption, and had 


hurt me. They then led me up to 
the council house where the tribe 
were ready with some new clothes. 
They gave me a new ruffled shirt, 
and a pair of leggins with ribbons 
and beads, a pair of moccasins and 
a tinsel laced cappo. 
When I was 


seated the Indians came in dressed 
in ihe.lr giandest manner. At length 
one of their chiefs made a speech as 
follows: 
"My eon, you are now 


flesh of our flesh and bone -of our 
bone. By this ceremony every drop 
of white blood is washed out of 
your veins." 
After this ceremony 


I was invited to attend a feast that 
night, which I did. 


"I remained ki this town until 


some time in October when I wai 
taken to Lake Erie. We struck the 
Canesadooharie river, (Black river) 
and followed it some distance to its i 
mouth. 
On arirval the lake was 


very rough and a number of fish 
,had b^en thrown up on the shore. A 
few bald headed eagles were feast- 
ing on them. 


They came upon an Indian camp 


at the mouth of the river and were 
hospitably received. "They gave us 
a kind of rough brown potatoes, 
which grew spontaneously and were 
called by the Caughnewagas ohen- 
ata 
These potatoes peeled and dip- 


ped in raccoons' fat tasted like our 
sweet potatoes " They killed some 
deer and many raccoons which were 
largp and fat 
They then kept mov- 


ing up the i ivei until they came to 
the gieat falls. 
These were prob- 


ably the east falls of Black river, 
now 
within 
the 
corporation of 


Elyria 
At that locality they buried 


their canoe and erected a winter

NEW YORK. April 2.—Tommy 


Gibbons, clever St. Paul socker, Is 
something of an Idol with the box- 
Ing fans around LtV Ole Gotham 
since he made his recent aebut 
here as a heavyweight. 


Tom punched his way into the 


hearts of the fans at the expense 
of one Paul Sampson 
a 
rugged 


Bronx heavyweight, and his speed 
and hitting ability 
amazed the 


crowd. Sampson had never before 
been knocked oat. Gibbons dis- 
posed of him in two rounds. 


Many of the fans at the ringside 


were present at Newark last fall 
when Georges Carpentler and Bat 
Levinsky staged their little party 
and it did not take them long to 
agree that Gibbons stand's Just as 
high as the versatile Georges In the 
ranks of title contenders. 
In short, 


Sir Thomas is rated plenty good 
enough for a crack at Mister Jawn 
Dempsey any day. 


Gibbons has been on Carpentier's 


trail for many montha. 
He is on 


the trail of every good heavyweight 
from Jack Dempsey 
down, 
and 


about all he needs to boost his 
stock sky high in the heavyweight 
division is a chance to show what 
he can do against the big boys. Per- 
haps a few more pounds would not 
hurt Gibbons—he weighs 170 now 
—but even at that weight he is big 
enough and strong enough to hold 
his own with 
the 
best, of 'em. 


Dempsey proved pretty conclusive- 
ly that weight 
isn't 
everything 


when he trimmed Joss Willard at 
Toledo, and what is trim of Demp- 
sey is true of Gibbons or Carpen- 
tier. 


If Gibbons coulc. fill all the en- 


gagements boxing promoters try to 
line up for him he would be the 
busiest boxer in the country. But 
that is where the rub comes in. 
Promoters everywhere want Gib- 
bons but cannot induce the leading 
battlers of the country 1o get into 
the ring with him. In short, Thom- 
as plays too rough for the boys and 
when they see him coming they try 
to put his oyes out with heel dust. 
Has Busy Manager 


Eddie Kane, who manages Gib- 


bons, probably covers more terri- 
tory In search of bouts than any 


other fight manager In the business. 
Kane is forced to take long .lumps 
hither and yon In lining up oppon- 
ents, and he often skips half way 
across the country only to have 
some match fall through because 
Tom's prospective opponent sudden- 
ly discovers that he would rather 
not meet the 
hard-hitting 
Irish- 


man. 
Kane made 
a 
ten-strike, 


however, when he introduced Gib- 
bons to the New York public ana 
he Is gradually working into a posi- 
tion where the lads who have been 
dodging Tommy—and this list in- 
cludes the best of 'em—will have to 
kick In or take back seats in the 
eye of the boilng public. 


Gibbons only recentry developed 


a real kayo punch. 
As .a middle- 


weight he was not a knocker-out, 
but as he kept taking on pound- 
age he discovered that he possessed 
the power to put across a sleep- 
producing wallop, and he poe;> into 
the ring with the idea of knocking 
out his man as quickly as ijosslble. 
This same idea, by the way, proved 
a mighty big help to Dempsey in 
his sensational climb toward the 
championship, and Gibbons today 
has stnrted a nice string of knock- 
out victories that is bound to grow 
fast. 


As Tex Rickaru and other pro- 


moters 
throughout 
the 
country 


stand ready and willing to feature 
Gibbons against Brennan, Martin 
Weinert or any other Heavyweight 
contender, it appears that he will 
have a chance to climb fast, and 
there are any number of critics to- 
day who will not be surprised to 
see Thomas crowned champion of 
the division In duo time. 


In addition to being strong, pos- 


sessing a wonderful defense and a 
virile puni«ft Gibbons has the all- 
necessary left-hand punch at his 
command. 
His left Is just about 


the wickedest thing done up in mjt- 
tens and he Is quick as a cat with 
it. Al Reich and Sampson, his two 
most recent victims, can testify to 
the punishing qualities of that left 
hand. 
Some others don't seem to

According to this tale, loans were advanced the con- 


tinental congress to help in the revolution against En- 
' gland, and never were discharged. The further claim is 


made that eighty million francs of the purchase price of 
-Louisiana were never handed over by the United States. 
Washington can find no record of any loan to the Ameri- 
itan revolutionists. It finds that all the payments for 
the Louisiana territory were made and receipted for. 
The French claims have no basis in fact. 


The incident tends to show that the French govern- 


ment is as hard up as it has been said to be. Its mem- 
bers would not be trying to wriggle out of the debt to 
4he United States unless something like bankruptcy was 
-Staring the nation in the face. At the bottom of the re- 
sentment of the French people toward Americans, made 
350 manifest to every traveler, is this fact that they owe 
TJIS money, that they are conscious of how great a sum it 
_!ls and of how much a discipline they must put upon 
themselves to pay it. The situation is made the worse 
^because in Paris there are Americans, laying claim to 


m&uence they do not possess, who promise to bring 
about a cancellation of the loan. Their thoughts are i»ot 
for America, but for the much desired decorations of tke 
Legion of Honor. 


Our government is not the least likely to take the 


responsibility of annulling foreign debts. It cannot for- 
get that it represents the people and does not manage 
them. A story is told of one of the members of the cab- 
inet that, when he ^was asked to take the portfolio, he 
said that he might be objectionable because he would 
advocate the cancellation of the loans. Mr. Harding's 
answer was:tl You mar advocate it if you like. I see no 
Objection to that. But it will not get you anywhere.'' 


This, we believe, sums up the American attitude.
